(lrw iu l county. W . H. Bostwick has 
resisted two attacks of officers, kill­ 
ing two and wounding three others. 
He is a white man with a fighting 
reputation, and has threatened to kill 
everybody who comes in range of his 
bullets. 
The local authorities have aske.l 
Governor Brown for troops to storm 
the little house, where the man is 
hiding. 
Those who died under his deadly 
fire are: 
Chief of Police Steve Davis 
of Ocilla, Deputy Sheriff Sheffield of 
Irwin -The wounded: 
Deputy Sheriff 
T C. Bass, arm broken and shot in 
the abdomen; Sheriff J 
P. MHunis. 
slightly injured 
Lynching threats are heard here, 
and a crowd of men is forming that 
may not await the coming of tho sol 
diers 
Bostwick is well armed, and 
has a good supply 
of ammunition. 
In the house with him are six of his 
children 
Bostwick 
was wanted on a mi.*- 
demeanor charge, and Sheriff Mclnnis 
with Chief Davis and Deputy Sheriffs 
Bass and Tucker, went to arrest him. 
When the sheriff came within close 
range Bostwick opened fire and Chief 
Davis fell dead, and Bass was wounded 
The officers removed the dead and 
wounded and summoned a posse from 
Ocilla and Irw inville and surrounded 
the house 
Sheriff Mclnnis, with Dop 
uties Tucker and Sheffield, led the on­ 
slaught and Bostwick killed Sin ffidd 
instantly and wounded the two otlici 
officers 
Bostwick is still unharmed in hts 
fort 
The s c e n e of the encounter is 
several mil« s from here.

FARMER KILLS TWO AND SELF 


His W ife and Mother-in-Law Victims 
of Desperate Act. 
Springfield. 
Mo., June 
27.— David 
Downes, a young farmer living a few 
mile south of this town, killed his 
wife, Mrs. Iver Woodward, his mothei 
in-law and himself. 
The desperate 
act was due to the statement from 
Mrs. Downes that she had decided to 
leave her husband, a decision she was 
backed up in by her mother 
Downes begged his wife, for the 
sake of their little girl, to remain with 
him. but finding his efforts unavailing 
he suddenly grabbed a rifie and shot 
his mother in-law in the mouth, killing 
her instantly. Another Hhot struck his 
wife in the neck and she fell dead 
Then l>own«*s placed the muzzle of the 
weapon at his forehead and pulled 
the trigger with instantaneous results.
